“Owing to the high price of the cost 
of living and scarcity of labor, we feel, in 
order for the farmer who raises cotton 
to live, feed and clothe himself and fam- 
ily’ and set aside a small pittance for the 
improvement of hig farm, it is necessary 
that cotton should not ,be sold below 
the bread and meat liné, which is 10 
cents. 

No Reference to Crop. 

“In fixing !0 cents per pound as the 
limit below which it should not be solid, 
we have ‘no reference to the crop or any 
immediate condition. 

“We call vwpon all southern Interests to 
aid in maintaining for art time this price 
as a minimum. We urge the necessity 
of marketing the crop siowly ané cnly 
on an advancing market, and withdraw 
all cotton from the market at every de- 
cline. 

“We appreciate and thank the press for 
the valued service of the past and urge 
there interests of the south to assist in 
every manner possible to maintain’ this 
miniinum price. : 

‘We appreciate and thank the merchants 
and bankers for’ the noble manner in 
which they have stood by the farmers 
in the past and urge a continuation of 
their cooperation and support.

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MOTORMAN DECLARES 
HE DIDNT SEE CHILD 


Children Who Were Playing With 
Doomed Boy Screamed, but Their 
Cries Did Not Warn the Mo- 
torman of the Danger to 
the Little Boy, 


While playing in the dirt in the middle | 
of the street car track, on the corner of 
Ormond street and Cherokee avenue late 
yesterday afternoon little Asbury Hud- 
son Wellborn, only 13 months of age, 
was struck by the fender of a Washing- 
ton and Ormond street car and killed. 

About half past 5 o'clock, in company 
with his three brothers, Stafford. aged 8 
years; Robert, ageq 5 years. and William, 
aged 2 years, little Hudson left his home, 
40! Ormond street in a little automobi'e 
push cart. When the party arrived at 
Cherokee avenue they were joined by 
other little children of the neighborhood. 
and as children will do they stopped to 
discuss matters. In the meantime the 
little baby boy got out of the automobiles, 
and proceeded to the middle of the car 
track, andysat down in the center of it. 
He began to play in the dirt, ang no one 
noticed him in particular. 

It was just a littl before 6 o'clock 
that a street car came into sight, and thea 
children began screaming, on noticing the 
little one in danger. ‘The motorman of 
the car, James N. Britt, looked at the 
children, not thinking any one was in 
front of the car. Instantly the fender 
hit the Iittle boy in the back of the 
neck, and threw it to the ground. Wit- 
nesses to the acident state that it 
breathed only a few breaths before ex- 
piring. 

The child was picked up and taken to 
its home, accompanied by Motorman 
Britt and Conductor Lonny Almand. 
Mrs. R, 8. Wellborn, the mother of tha 
child gtated to.a Constitution reporter 
last night that the motorman was heart 
Lroken, and stayed at the home for over 
an hour, ang refused to work any more 
for the day, telephoning to the office to 
send some one ovt to take charge of his 
car. Mr. Britt says that the way he 
accounts for the accident is this: On 
Cherokee avenue the city is laying some 
very big sewer pipes, and as a natura) 
result there is a vefy high embankment 
of dirt near the sidewalk. This dirt ex- 
tends to the curve on the corner of Cher- 
okee avenue and Ormond street. On ac 
count of this the motorman could not 
See anyone on the track around the 
curve, and to adg further to his perplex.

It is fair to assume 
that if the directors of either of the 
institutions under discussion had 
taken their duties seriously instead of 
perfunctorily, refused to accept the 
prepared reports of the officials and 
made regular examinations through 
their own agents, the disasters record- 
ed would have either been averted or 
materially modified. 

This is not to say:that such things 
may not occur in spite of the most 
conscientious vigilance. It iss@never- 
theless, the duty of the men whose 
names give caste to institutions of 
trust and who are the most direct 
beneficiaries, to stand as barriers be- 
tween depositors and the venality of 
faithless officials.

The Land the Last Asset. 

The role of the man who points out 
national menaces of the future, cites 
undeniable facts to substantiate his 
warnings and outlines méthods where- 
by disaster may be averted, is not an 
easy or an encouraging one. His work 
ig attended by especial difficulties 
when all around him is the amplest 
sort of prosperity, with, the sources of 
that prosperity as yet showing no 
alarming signs of deterioration. Pres- 
ident James J. Hill, of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific sys- 
tems can bear eloquent testimony to 
these facts. 

He has recently directed forceful at- 
tention to the almost wanton extrav- 
agance with which the nation is using 
up its fundamental resources, coupling 
his clear statements with the preph- 
ecy that unless we reform our meth. 
ods we shall bequeath poverty and 
hardship to future generations, in- 
stead of the wealth and world-domi- 
nance of which we so complacently 
descant. Mr. Hill is not the only 
man of prominence who has expressed 
himself with decision on this, subject. 
Scientists and students of a practical 


} bent have within the last ten years 


evinced a tendency to emphasize the 
same sort of counsel he now seeks to 
press home upon the American peo- 
ple.. But the warning of Mr. Hill is 
worthy of conscientious attention, in 
that he is one of the foremost author- 
ities on economic questions in this 
country, every phase of the national 
life in this direction being an open 
book to his penetrating ‘mind and con- 
servative judgment. 

The pith of his doctrine is that the 
people of this nation, foreseeing an 
ultimate depletion of their mineral 
and timber resources, must soon get 
back to the land of their own volition, 
before being forced there by sheer 
physical want. He pleads for the de-

essential fact that with the employ- 
ment of scientific rules, the invest- 
ment of a little extra labor and the}. 
observance of some patience and rea- 
son that the virility of the soil may 
be perpetually preserved, without the) 
grave hazard of barrenness—an act- 
ual condition already confronting the 
residents of some sections of Amer- 
ica. 

It will be remembered, in this con- 
nection, that President Roosevelt, in. 
his recent letter to the national irri- 
gation conference, addressed himself 
to a somewhat similar line of thought. 
While he deprecates the absence of 
‘economy in the utilization of the land, 
he nevertheless places large reliance 
on the efficiency of land and forest re- 
serves, on reclamation of .waste and 
arid lands, and the cooperation of scli- 
ence in the problem of. obviating any- 
thing resembling a general impairment 
of the nation’s agricultural  produc- 
tiveness. 

We should be inclined, however, to 
take solemn heed of the warning of! 
Mr Hill, as partaking of the infinitely 
easier policy of timely and cheap\pre- 
vention rather than that of eventual 
and costly cure. At bed-rock analysis, 
the wealth and prosperity of a nation 
niust rest upon the responsiveness of 
its soil, in incomparably greater de- 
gree than upon its mineral deposits. 
The latter cannot be replaced once 
they are taken out, and they cannot 
sustain life, although their sale may 
purchase, at an enormous cost, the 
necessities of life from other peoples. 
Land can be redeemed from barren- 
ness. What is more to the point, it 
can be prevented from becoming bar- 
ren—a condition that entails poverty, 
suffering and national decay, while a 
prodigal country may be waiting for 
it to return to its original produc- 
tivity. 

We believe that the stern philoso- 
phy of such men'as James J. Hill is 
producing an impression upon the 
sane, ruling sentiment of the country. 
The fact is evidenced in the rapidly 
increasing demand for technical agri- 
cultural education, the multiplying 
vogue of scientific methods of farming 
and the aggressive sentiment in favor 
of*the indispensable forest reserve 
System. These reassuring symptoms 
are especially manifest in the south. 
Thoughtless extravagance with the 
soil is being replaced by careful, sci- 
entific cultivation—the sort that tends 
to preserve and enhanée its fertility. 
More ggricultural colleges are coming 
into existence each year. The thought 
of the section is arousing to the mean- 
ing and the needs of the situation, and 
it is logical to expect greater propor- 
tionate advancement in the lines indi- 
cated in the immediate future. 3 

The inestimable advantage of this 
militant public intelligence may be 
Seen when it is recalled that the 
south, of all the nation, is in better 
condition to ignore the warnings of 
prudence—if her leaders were even 
inclined to lean toward such folly.

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EARTHQUAKES 
AND THEIR COST 


By Professor Milne. 
N BRITAIN earthquakes occur but 


- rarely, and the damage they occasion | 


is usually too trifling to demand se- 
rious attention. Directly we turn. to 


countries Where capital is invested, the 
desirability of doing all that is possibie 
to mitigate loss of life and property is at 
once apparent. The destruction which 
accompanied the recent earthquake in 
San Francisco had a very. marked finan- 
cial effect in England and other coun- 
tries. The city hall alone cost £1 ,200,000, 
while the total cost has been estimated at 
£60,000,000. —Insurance companies no 
doubt know the extent of their responsi- 
bilities, while the total losses which ex- 
tended over the whole of Central California 
can only be estimated by many millions. 
Now our attention is directed to the wild- 
erness of ruin just created in Central 
Chile. 


Price in Money and Lives. 

Although it is too soon to form a mone- 
tary estimate of the widespread damage, 
we already hear that millions have been 
lost at several ‘places. The total will 
not be large, but it will be large enough 
to stagger many insurance offices and 
companies who have investments in the 
shattered area, 

The annual loss of life in the world oc- 
casioned by earthquakes is on the aver- 
age, -about 3,500. This number is fairly 
in accordance with the numbers lost dur- 
ing the past twelve months. On Qctober 
8, 1891, Japan lost 9,960 of’her people, or 
double the number lost in her war with 
China. The wounded numbered 19,994. 
With a single earthquake in {896 the loss 
ef ‘life in the same country approached 
20,000. If we turn to the loss of prop 
erty, after the earthQuake of 189!, thirty 
million dollars, or six million pounds, was 
required for the restoration of railways, 
roads, bridges, and othet public works. In 
addition to this 128,760 houses, together 
with factories, temples, and other build- 
ings, had to be restored. 

In 1897, after a disastrous earthquake 
in Assam, the chief commissioner of that 
country reported to the secretary of the 
government of India that their own re- 
sources had been exhausted, and, with 
the object of restoring various public 
works, a grant from the imperial revenues 
would be required to assist his adminis- 
tration. The total damage occasioned, 
much of which had to be met by share- 
holders in railways, tea factories, and 
other industries, was roughly estimated 
at £5,000,000, Speaking generally, a 
large earthquake in a populated country 
often results in damage to the extent of 
several million pounds. 

Tf it is asked whether, these expendi- 
tures can be reduced the answer {fs dis- 
tinetly in the affirmative. One of the 
outeomes of modern seismology has been 
to devise instruments which measurs 
earthquake motion. From 4 knowledge 
of the actual nature of earthquake md 
tion derived from the use of these in- 
struments new rules and formulae for 
the use of engineers and builders have 
been established. In Japan and other 
countries these have been extensively 
applied in the construction of pliers for 
bridges, tall chimneys, walls, ordinary 
dwellings, embankments, reservoirs, etc. 
Inasmuch as the new types of struc- 
| tures have withstood violent earth-shak- 
ings, while ordinary types in the neligh- 
horhood have failed, it ean be confi- 
dently stated that much has already 
been accomplished to minimize the loss 
of iife and property. ° 

Applied Seismometry. 

As a side issue to this work it may be 
mentioned that the application of seis- 
mometry to the working of railways, 
particularly in Japan, has led to the 
location of faults on lines and altera- 
tions in the balancing of. locomotives. 
The result of the latter has been to de- 
crease the consumption of fuel. Of late 
years instruments have been devised to 
recerd earthquakes’ motion which can- 
not be felt, with the result that a per- 
son living in any one part of the world 
ean record and obtain definite informa- 
tion about large earthquakes originating 
even as far off as his antipodes. These 
records of. the unfelt movements of 
earthquakes indicate the time, position, 
and, what is of more importance, also 
the cause of certain cable interruptions. 
The practical importance of this latter 
information, especially to communities 
who may by cable failures be suddenly 
isolated from the rest of the world, is 
evident. 

In at least one occasion the failure of 
eables connecting the Australian colo- 
nies with Europe was regarded as 4n 
operation of war, with the result that 
military and naval] reserves were called 
out, and until it became known that 
the interruptions had been caused by a 
submarine disturbance off the coast of 
Java a certain anxiety prevailed. A re- 
cent illustration of the relationship be- 
tween earthquakes and deep-sea commu. 
nications occurred on January 3!,of this 
year, when an earthquake off the coast 
of Colombla resulted in the interruption 
of no fewer than eight cables. Obser- 
vations now being carried out in Eng- 
land and other countries are indicating 
sub-ocean districts which should be 
avoided by the cable engineer. 

Forewarned. 

The many occasions that earthquake 
records have furnished definite informa- 
tion respe¢ting disasters which have 
taken place in distant countries, correct- 
ing and extending telegraphic reports 
relating to the same, is another indica- 
tion of the practical utility of seismic 
observations. Seismograms ‘have = fre~ 
quently apprised us of sea waves and 
violent earthquakes in districts from 
which it has been impossible to receive 
telegrams, while the awsence of such 
records has frequently indicated that 
information in newspapers has been 
without foundation or at least exagger- 
ated. The localization of the origins of 
these world-shaking earthquakes has in- 
dicated sub-oceanic sites of geological 
activity and positions where the hydro- 
grapher may expect to find unusual 
depths. 

Seismometry is therefore not merely an 
academic study increasing our know!l- 
edge of the nature of the interior of th¢ 
lanet in which we live, put it is one of 
mmediate practical importance to all 
who have financial interests in “Barth- 
qudke-shaken countries. Insurance com- 
panies may require an inspection of an 
electric installation before taking up 
risks against fire; but hitherto I am not 
aware that when insuring against earth- 
quakes they demand any report against 
the acts of God; but yet policies are fre- 
quently not sufficiently comprehensive 
to guard against the acts of Nature, The 
British government is fairly liberal in the 
support it gives to those who study the 
oceans, the atmosphere, and the stars, 
but it does not see its way to assist 
investigations about the earth

It is estimated by state officials that 
there. are anywhere between seventeen 
and thirty thousand domestic and for- 
eign corporations in Georgia, and if all 
of these are to get in their registration 
by November |, the date required by 
law, Secretary of State Phil Cook wil! 
do a ryshing business within the next 
two months. : 

It is said that there are about three 
thousand domestic and foreign corpora- 
tions in Fulton county alone, yet less 
than one hundred of these have complied 
with the registration law up to the pres- 
ent time. 

The law requiring registration includes 
everything doing business in Georgia 
under a charter, whether granted in 
Georgia or in any other state or foreign 
country. 

Secretary Cook has provided two reg- 
isters for the corporations—one for for- 
elgn and the other fo Georgia copora- 
tions. In addition to these records he 
will keep on file all of the return slips, 
showing the name of the corporation, 
Its place @f residence, the date of its 
charter, where ‘chartered and for how 
long and the amount of its capital 
stock. This information will be well in- 
dexed so that it may be consulted at 
any time and for any purpose. 

The law puts a penalty of $50 upon 
any corporation failing to register with 
the secretary of state by November } 
next. The secretary of state is em- 
powered to issue an execution for this 
amount. against the delinquent, and the 
county sheriff is charged with the duty 
‘of enforcing its execution, for which he 
is entitled to the same fees as he re- 
celves for executing processes from su- 
perior courts, 

The registration fee assessed against 
each corporation for registering is $| 
for the first registration and 50 cents 
for each subsequent registration annu- 
ally thereafter. 


Many Thirsty for Jobs. 

Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. 
Hudson is besieged by something like 
two thousand hungry applicants for of- 
fice. These applications have been pour- 
ing in upon him recently from all parts 
of the state, and are from people who 
want jobs as + and fertilizer inspec- 
tors. 

There are some twenty or thirty appli- 
cants In Fulton county alone for the two 
places to which appointments are to be 
made here, but {n other parts of the 
State Indications are the horde is stil] 
hungrier. Fhere are only seventy 
places to ,be filled, and after studying 
for several days how to make seventy 
jobs go around among 2,000 applicants, 
Commissioner Hudson fied in disgust. 
Already some twenty of the seventy 
places have been filled and the commis- 
Sions issued. Al of the appointments 
will be made between now and Octo- 
It is said there wil] be a good 
many changes in the list, but not all of 
the old inspectors are going ta be 
turned down.

buildings. 

Will Muzzle the Machine. 


So pjeasant was Manager Robbins, of 
the theater, and so readily did he agree 
to restrain the enthusiasm of his orches- 
tra that ever since the office dwellers 
have been busy making up theater par- 
ties for every day next week.

We do not desire to 
appear in making this protest as objec:- 
ing in any way to the auditorium as a 
business establishment, and will withdrew 
our objection if the megaphone is muf- 
fled at all hours.’’ |

- portation Officials Rumored, 


Declared That General Superinten- 
dent McManus Will Resign and 
Be Followed by W. N. Fore- 
acre—Dodson to Come to 
Atlanta Division. 


Reported changes among ‘the chiefs of 
the transportation department of the 
Southern railway held the attention of 
the few who claimed to be in on the 
secret yesterday. 

These reported changes, scheduled to 
€o into, effect on September 15, only a 
week off, include the resignation of Gen- 
eral Superintendent C. §. McManus, the 
appointment of W. N. Foreacre as his 
successor, F. J. Eagan, superintendent 
of the Atlanta division, to succeed Mr. 
Foreacre, and J. A. Dodson, at present 
superintendent of construction, as super- 
intendent of the Atlanta division of thea 
Southern. While these were the only 
‘changes looked upon by officials yester- 
day as definite, others are expected to 
follow in a short time. 

It will be remembereg that a special 
train of private cars of high officials of 
the Southern railway made one of their 
regular trips of inspection over the 
Southern, spending a day in Atlanta, 
about two weeks ago. While these in 
spection trips are regulation and routina 
affairs, where s0 many high officials 
make the trip a general shake-up {fs pret- 
ty sure to follaw. 


Has Bought Home Here. 

As further proof of this report, officia's 
yesterday pointed to the very recent pur- 
chase of a new home near Fifth street 
and Juntper street by Mr. Dodson. It is 
also Known that the private effects of 
the’ present superintendent of construc- 
tion are in Atlanta, and ding his last 
trip a few days ago. he spoke to sey °ral 
of his intention of bringing his ¢amfly 


here at once.

will take him away from Atlanta will 
be the only feature Which will not com- 
mend itself to his many Atlanta friends 
and admirers. Like r. Foreacre, Mr 
Eagan is one of those hard workers to 
whom the clock is a useless piece of 
furniture, except as to keeping of sc é 
ules. His rise has been rapa. 

Mr. Dodson, at present superintendent 
of construction, has been with the South- 
ern railway for many years and is looked 
upon as one of the best practical rajj- 
road men with the Southern. The At- 
lanta division, of which he will take com- 
mand September 15, according to report, 
is r ed to be the ha 
to handle on the Southern railway. It 
is from this division that the promotton 
to assistant general superintendent was 
made in the case of Mr. Foracre and 
many others. 

In the opinion of those officials of the 
Atlanta railroad world in. a position to 
know, Mr. Foreacre and r. Dodson 
with their new duties will be compelled to 
assume responsibilities. During 
the past few years, the traffic in the 
soutly has grown at a tremendous rate 
and the Southern has handled a wonder- 
ful volume of this business. course 
such traffic makes great demands on the 
roadbed as well as the rolling stock and:

Friends and relative’ of the deceased 
are investigating the matter and in all 
probability will prefer charges against 
tne owner of the restaurant if evidence 
can be collected. It is said by friends 
of Mr. Hix that on arriving last Monday 
from Stockbridge, Ga., he stopped at a 
certain restaurant for his dinner, or- 
dered meat and detecting some foreign 
taste made complaint to the manager, 
who insisted that the meat wag good. 
He still found the bad taste in the meat 
after eating a little more, and leaving 
the restaurant, was only a short dis- 
tance away when he suddenly became 
very sick. 

He hastened to his home and tn a few 
hours was very ill and eo continued, the 
efforts of a physician being unavailing. 
Thursday afternoon he was removed to 
the Grady hospital, where he died yes- 
terday in great agony. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed.

Sived. The funeral services will be held 
at his late residence in Decatur at I! 
o'clock Saturday morning, and the inter- 
ment will be at Oakland,

N REPLY to many questions sent in, the following informa- 
tion as to the proper temperature for the serving of wines 
is given: From 65 to 70 degrees, which can easily be ob-

All white wines should be eooled to about 40 or 50 
degrees, any temperature lower than this is apt to chill the wines 
and detract from rather than add to their natural merit. 

Port and sherry should not be toe eold, as chilling will cloud 
them. Madeiras are at their best at about 65 degrees. ‘‘Extra 
Dry’’ champagne eannot be too cold, the closer to frappe the bet- 
ter. On the other hand ‘‘Brut’’ champagne should only be ‘chilled, 
as freezing kills it entirely.
